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Campus - 
dangerous ^ 
for women

McGill women arc concerned 
with their nighttime safety on 
campus — and with reason. 

According to Montreal Ur- 
ban ; Community police 
statistics, crime on and around 
campus is not higher than usual, 
but several incidents of women 
being harassed in the ghetto and 
nearby have caused concern. 

Betsy Pritzkcr of the 
Woman's Union said, "I think 
definite action needs to be 
taken." When asked about 
McGill's current security ar- 
rangements she said, "They're 
inept. There is a lack of security 
personnel. I'd like to know 
where it (security) is actually." 

Cutbacks strike 

Pritzker noted a recent cut- 
back in lighting around, the. 
Leacock building and Dawson 
Hall. "These areas are not as 
well lit as they used to be," she 
said. 

Super-intendent of Campus 
Services A.J. Rostaing reacted 
with dismay. "I'm kind of sur- 
prised.. .We put flood lights on 
top of that building (McConnell 
Engineering) and the City put in 
newer lights along McTavish 
"Street," he said. 



Escorts not the answer 

Even a new walk-home ser- 
vice initiated by the Inter- 
Residence Council is not a com- 
plete solution. 

According to Jana Hennessey 
of the Women's Union, 
"awareness is the key to the 
problem." While arrangements 
such as the walk-home service 
are "good for this situation," 
ideally, they should not be nec 
ccssary. 

"Guarding only increases my 
fear. I don't feel I should need a 
bodyguard... It is not a long 
term solution," added Hen- 
nessey. 

Where are the guards? 

In addition to the inadequacy 
. of the lighting, women com- 
plain about the absensc of visi- 
ble campus security patrols. 
"Where are they and why aren't 
they visible?" asked Pritzker. 

To this charge, Rostaing 
replied, "We do have patrols. 
They usually patrol off campus 
properties. On campus, we have 
automobiles patrolling." 

When questioned about the 
visibility of the security guards, 
he said, "Of course they're not

US missile pact coming 

Cruise missile has already been tested—

Harmless cruise missiles* may 
soon be flying over Canadian 
soil as a preliminary step to the 
deployment of armed missiles 
here. 

In a news conference last 



Thursday, External Affairs 
Minister Allan MacEachcn said 
•the Canadian government may 
be signing a new defense pact 
with the U.S. government this 
week to allow testing of the 
unarmed missiles in Canada. 

As a result of vague govern- 
ment statements, there is 
speculation that cruise testing in 
Canada may just be an initial 
step to deployment. 

According to a December 
27 th New York Times article, 
cruise missiles have already 
been tested in the U.S. and arm- 
ed missiles have been deployed 
at the Griffiss' Air Force base 
near Rome, New York. Five 
B-52 bombers are stationed at 
the base, each carrying 12 arm- 
ed cruise missiles.' The planes 
are on war alert 24 hours a day. 

According to Chris Cockrill, 
a co-ordinator for the Project 
Plougsharcs disarmament 
group at McGill, the fact that 
cruise missiles have already 
been tested and deployed in the 
U.S. would make Canadian 
tests seem strategically un- 
necessary. 

• "It looks like the Americans 
are testing the Canadian 
political will with other things in 
mind. I believe it very likely that 
they want to deploy cruise and 
possibly other weapons here," 
he said. 



Last summer, U.S. plans to 
deploy Cruise and Pershing 2 
missiles in Western Europe were 
met with large anti-nuclear and 
anti-US demonstrations involv- 
ing millions of protesters. - 

Approximately 30,000 people 
demonstrated at the Canadian 
•Refuse the Cruise' demonstra- 
tion in Ottawa, October 30th. 

"For the Americans the 
Canadian demonstrations arc 
politically insignificant," said 
Cockrill. "Nevertheless the two 
governments are avoiding un- 
wanted media coverage of the 
upcoming signing of the um- 
brella agreement." 

The Canadian government 
has not made the contents of the 
new defense "umbrella agree- 
ment" public except to say -it 
concerned "the testing and 
evaluation of United States 
defense systems in Canada." 

McEachan said he does not 
know when talks will begin on 
the U.S. request to test cruise 
missiles at an Alberta weapons 
range. As well, he denied any 
knowledge of the'U.S. proposal 
to include a new version of the 
missile known as the "stealth 
cruise". 

Project Ploughshares, along 
with several other Montréal 
disarmament groups', is plann- 
ing a demonstration this Satur- 
day in front of Prime Minister 
Trudeau's Pine Avenue 
residence. 

Last week Pierre Trudeau 
told a group of religious leaders 
he wanted to know what the 
Canadian public thought about 
Canada's involvement in the 



arm's race. 

"Canadians have not been 
consulted concerning the sign- 
ing of the umbrella agreement," 
Cockrill added. "We hope to 
.inform other Montréalers of 
what is happening and tell 
Trudeau what we think." 

"We're asking people to meet 
at 12:00 at the corner of Pine 
and Simpson this Saturday with 
umbrellas to protest the 'urn-, 
brella' agreement. From 11:00 
there will be child care available 
at 3415 Simpson." 



'Yeoman' 
Savoy hit

This year, the Savoy Society 
is presenting The Yeomen of the 
Guard and it is a show well 
worth seeing. Though it is often 
described as a "tragic" story, 
Yeomen is, in fact, the same 
light-hearted fluff one usually 
associates with Gilbert and 
Sullivan. A contrived, 
humorous plot is set to plea- 
sant, predictable music. When 
well produced, it makes for an 
entertaining evening. 

Fortunately, Savoy's offering 
for 1983 is very well produced 
and the lion's share of credit 
should go to Stage Director Bar- 
bara Scales and Musical Direc- 
tor Winston Purdy.

Z'he bleak scenario of world economic 
collapse has prompted governments and finan- 
cial institutions to take somewhat unorthodox 
fiscal steps to avert a depression. 

"International debt servicing, " is a last ditçh at- 
tempt to rescue indebted countries whose financial 
situations' appear precarious at best, teetering oh 
bankruptcy at worst. 

Through debt servicing, banks which have 
already invested in borrowing nations are forced to 
continue credit so debtor countries can repay the 
interest charges on the loans. Banks are lending out 
more funds hoping all the interest charges will be 
paid. Banks and international lending institutions, 
such as the International Monetary Fund (IMF) 
and the World Bank, also reschedule debts so deb- 
tor nations have an extended period in which to 
repay.

Hot air hits McGill

"There is something wrong 
with my brain..." was one of 
the pearls of wisdom Concordia 
debater Chuck O'Brien threw to 
spectators Saturday afternoon. 

A capacity crowd gathered in 
the Moot Court of Chancellor 
Day Hall to. watch O'Brien and 
his teammate Nick Parisi cross 
rhetorical swords with 
, Harvard's Neil Buchanan and 
Douglas Curtis in the cham- 
pionship round of the 34th an- 
nua! McGill Winter Carnival 
Debating Tournament. 

Buchanan, first speaker for 
the government case, took the 
resolution "An ape is an ape, 
though clothed in scarlet", and 
turned it into a debate over the 
merits of television. 

After the government and op- 
position presented their cases 
those attending the final got the 
chance to speak from the floor. 

Bob Lawson from the Royal 
Military College — Kingston, 
exhorted those assembled to 
"Wrap your televisions in Saran 
wrap. The little TV people can't 
get through Saran wrap." 

Fred McMahon, former 
president of the McGill 
Debating Union, asked the 
crowd to "Imagine my surprise 
when I learned that the average 
American child didn't really 
have animated characters danc- 
ing around his bowl of cereal in 
the morning." 

The opposition's argument 
that "TVs are only dangerous 
when they are turned on" seem- 
ed to convince the audience. 
Despite a last minute plea by 
Buchanan to award the. debate 
to his "dull" case, a division of 
the house awarded the Concor- 
dia team victory. 

In the speaker's awards, bas- 
ed on points accumulated from 
the six rounds of debate held 
over the two-day tournament, 
Lisa Beckerman from the 
University of Chicago took first 
honours. David Celcrmager, 
University of Sydney 
(Australia) and Noel Sainsbury, 



Victoria University of Well- 
ington (New Zealand) took se- 
cond and third places. 

Seventy-eight teams from 
Canada, the U.S., Australia 
and New Zealand took part in 
this weekend's tournament.

The 
Debating Union provided train- 
ing sessions for first-time judges 
last week. 

Debating Union president 
Scott Keating described the 
event as "The largest 
parliamentary debate tourna- 
ment in the English-speaking 
world." 

Keating had little but praise 
for the final debate. 

"I really appreciated the 
government presenting a clear- 
cut case; providing for a good 
final," he said.

Once one's pupils have suffi- 
ciently contracted to restore 
eyesight from the immoderate 
number of flouorescent lights, a 
new Dean of Students appears 
through the penetrating glare. 

Dr. Robert Stevenson sits in 
the Dean of Students' Office 
located in a large room on the 
second floor of the Powell Stu- 
dent. Services building. Steven- 
son, a McGill Bachelor of 
Divinity and Harvard PhD in 
the Study of World Religions, is 
an unassuming man who seems' 
uncomfortable under the 
spotlight of controversy over his 
recent appointment. 

Shortly after Michael 
Herschern vacated the post last 
May, Dr. Kathleen Sibbald, 
who had been serving as 
Associate Dean since 1979, took 
on her second role as Interim 
Dean of Students. When the 
Principal's Advisory Commit- 
tee passed her up in favour of a 
man, McGill's Senate Commit- 
tee of Women and the Women's 
Union President Delores Vader 
protested. There are no female 
deans at McGill where close to 
one-fifth of the faculty are 
women. 

"I saw one of the articles in 
the Daily, and a couple of let- 
ters. It's pretty obvious there is 
resentment," Stevenson said 
last week. He was informed of 
his nomination by the Chair- 
man of the Selection Committee 
while he was on his third visit to 
India, conducting research on 
the Bhagavad Gita in Delhi. He 
cut short his sabbatical and 
"came back a month early part- 
ly.. .to meet the people I'd be 
working with. Even with this 
headstart, it's been pretty hec- 
tic. .You have to be everything ~ 
from a lawyer to a diplomat, 
coffeemaker, psychologist, and . 
drama critic." Stevenson is 



hoping to organise this year's 
Red and White Revue. 

Stevenson will serve as Dean 
of Students for five years. 
"This is for a much longer term 
than I've previously served. 
There is an awful lot to learn 
about. There are 80 to 85 more 
employees, several budgets and 
a vast number of projects," he 
said. 

The Student Services 
superstructure which he must 
manage is a complex network 
whose services are essential to 
many students. 

'.'I have to get a much better 
grasp of the budget situation," 
Stevenson stated as his primary 
goal. The Common Front strike 
has further clouded the matter: 



that the "great big drop" in stu- 
dent enrolment forecasted for 
the eighties has not occured. In 
fact, most faculties' student 
population has increased. 

Particularly, the Faculties of 
Management and Engineering 
now have "too many students 
per teacher." As the university 
cannot afford to bring in more 
Teaching Assistants, Stevenson 
said "the extra load creates 
pressure," and the value of the 
Degree suffers. 

Stevenson warned that 
because of the financial 
squeeze, "we can't bring in 
fresh people. There are dangers 
in the long term should this 
situation persist. Still, McGill 
has so far been very fortunate 




"The province is slow this year. 
Many loans from Québec 
haven't come through yet. We 
(at Student Services) will tide 
the students over with our own 
funds, and Québec will reim- 
burse McGill on the interest," 
said Stevenson. 

Speaking on budgetary cut- 
backs, Stevenson said he was 
"distressed as everybody else 
about the cuts that have had to 
take place." He pointed out 



compared to other 
universities." 

As far as hiring more women 
for University posts, Stevenson 
said, "I think in some cases it's 
that there are not enough 
qualified women available. In 
other cases, the problems in hir- 
ing women lie in the misplaced 
belief that they're not as good, 
or not as competent. I suspect 
there is prejudice. How else do

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Re-populating Québec 

Every government divides its public into good guys and 
; bad guys, and the Parti Québécois is particularly adept at 
making this distinction clear. It does not debate with 
groups it disapproves of, it methodically sets out to 
destroy them. Ôf course, the PQ is not equipped with a full set of 
state powers yet, some still residing in Ottawa. But the party doesn't 
lack. for enthusiasm.

The party moved on a number of levels and in a 
number of ways; bash the insurance companies by socializing auto insurance, for 
example. Bash the whole lot with the highest upper-bracket income taxes in North 
America. Etcetera. Deduct Wcstmount, Outremount, and similar areas without 
too much heartache from the population of the future republic. 

Next, federalists of every ilk. The PQ has not devised a very effective method 
of obliterating them yet, other than judicious use of patronage (actually, not vety 
many of its chosen instruments have proven very effective, but just wait...).

- option; American investors are still welcome in Québec. 

So ,whcn the new dawn finally-arrivcs, the sun seems likdy to rise over a new 
nation populated in its entirety by the PQ caucus and a handful of New York 
bankers. Everybody else will just have to leave. 

But that's okay, because the PQ has it all figured out as always. Basically made 
up of Union Nationale people who have read books, the PQ has learned the 
lesson of the Quiet Revolution. The way to make Duplessisism work is to get nd 
of useless layabout citizenry.

Presently on leave from, the universi- 
ty, Naylor is doing international finance 
research With a Montréal investment 
firm. He has written considerably on 
domestic and international banking 
issues and sat on the House of Com- 
mons committee on Bank Profits last 
summer. 

Dally: Economists say the debt burden 
of overextended countries would be eas- 
ed if the US Federal Reserve Board (The 
Fed), loosened monetary policy. Is the 
Fed's role that important? 
Naylor: First, it's not at all clear how 
much power the Fed really has. There 
are nearly two trillion dollars in dollar 
denominated assets in the offshore 
operations of banks and" the Fed's 
reserves that it can actually manipulate 
are I would say, not more than 40 or SO 
billion dollars. 

The amount of impact it can really 
have on the world's money supply and 
the total amount of bank lending that 
occurs may be fairly marginal. 
Nonetheless, there is no doubt that the 
substantial reduction in interest rates 
we've seen, no matter who caused it — 
and the Fed may have not had a thing to 
do with it — was expected to produce a 
fair amount of relief to the heavily in- 
debted countries of the world. 

The estimate was for each one percent 
reduction in interest rates there would be 
fiften billion dollars chopped off debt 
service charges of the Third World deb- 
tors. 

The problem with that is twofold, it's 
not simply a matter of paying interest on 
floaUng rate loans. Most of the loans 
now have to be rescheduled and rolled 
over. Each time (this happens), the 
spreads on the loans above the US prime 
actually increase 



to reductions in effective interest rates 
on Third World loans. The other thing is 
that the real rate of interest on these 
loans depends obviously on terms of 
trade. 

Commodity prices are now down 30 
percent from 18 months ago; it would 
take a dramatic drop in interest rates to 
offset that. On balance the relief is more 
apparent than real. There is still an 
awesome problem of debt service - 
charges — they simply can't pay. 
Daily: The American government made 
<a commitment to building up the IMF's 
lending capabilities last year. Will this be 
enough to rescue debtor nations? 
Naylor: Well, look" at the desperate 
situation the IMF was in. At present it 
has 12 billion dollars of undisbursed 
resources, but set that against a two 
billion dollar loan to Argentina, a six 
billion dollar loan being negotiated for 
Brazil and that wipes out nearly the en- 
tire margin for operation of the IMPs 
existing resources. 

In turn, speed is a political factor. The 
various governments have to approve in- 
creases in quotas and the establishment 
of the Emergency Fund that has recently 
been set up. I suspect the Emergency 
Fund proposal that the U.S. has been 
considering can go into operation fairly 
quickly.' But the quota increases are not 
likely to. 

Furthermore, - Congress itself would 
attatch some very stiff terms to the pro- 
posal to increase the American share of 
IMF resources. And it would demand a 
quid pro quo in terms of domestic refla- 
tion and a shift in Reagan's policy 
priorities which he may not accept. So 
the future of the international financial 
system boils down to the outcome of a 
squabble between the Presidency and 
congress

you explain it?" He, however, was op- 
timistic that McGiU's "male bailiwick" 
status is changing. 

.After graduating from McGill in 
1949, Stevenson worked for Canadian 
Industries Limited and its subsidiary 
Dupont for nine years. He then taught 
•and served as an adviser in McGill's 
Faculty of Religious Studies, where he 
put together the BA Honours and Ma- 
jors programs. 

In 1968, Stevenson set up the Shastn 
Indo-Canadian Institute and was its 
Executive Director. This organisation 
sponsors Canadian students' research 
in India, funded through Indian sales 
of Canadian wheat. 



In 1975, Stevenson went to India for 
one year to serve as the Institute's Resi- 
dent Director and to complete research 
on,his Harvard Doctoral thesis on Hin- 
duism. 

• Returning to the Faculty of 
Religious Studies, he served as its 
Associate Dean from 1978 to 1980, and 
in 81-82. He was Acting Dean the in- 
tervening year.

a plan to create (his emergency fund that 
will put 20 billion dollars almost im- 
mediately at the disposal of the IMF, but 
not freely. It would be lent through the 
big industrial countries and they would 
determine how it is lent. 

That will mean a maximum of 
political squabbling attatched to each 
and every loan that goes through the 
emergency fund — even.worse than the 
political arguments associated with 
regular IMF lending. And that being the 
case, there will be a reluctance on the 
part of various countries to go to the 
emergency fund until the very last 
minute — at which point it becomes ge- . 
nuinely a crisis fund. 

The ultimate salvation in the interna- . 
tional banking system lies in two things. 
Either governments take over, partially 
monetize them and stretch out the debt 
to have a general scaling down of the 
debt load. Or else if you are going to- 
keep the debt load as heavy as it is you'll 



above what they could get for their ex- 
ports. The IMF was set up to deal with 
longer term problems; IMF loans re- 
quire a fair amount of political negotia- 
tion. 

Daily: What will be the effect of falling 
energy prices as indicated by the recent 
disagreement within OPEC? 
Naylor: Here we get a classic irony, dur- 
ing the 1970s it was a common stunt 
among Western political pundits and 
especially Zionist propagandists to com- 
plain about a national conspiracy by the 
oil sheiks and, thé forces of interna- 
tional . terrorism, and the bolshevik 
menace to. undermine the moral and 
economic 'foundations of Judeo- 
Christian civilisation. Now suddenly we 
discover that reductions in oil prices are 
going to threaten the underlying solven- 
cy of the international system. You can't 
have it bolt ways. It now appears that on 
balance they were the thing maintaining 
the veneer of economic growth andc 
prosperity in the West during the 1970's. 




growth in the debtor countries. 

The IMF package of austerity 
measures doesn't work for that. The 
IMF proposals freezes the existing level 
of growth and at the same time puts the 
economies of the debtor countries on 
hold. It's the worst of both possible op- 
tions. 

But that doesn't work because if 
everybody is doing it you get commodity 
gluts. Secondly the domestic political 
and social structures can't tolerate it for 
very long. That's when you get the so 
called "IMF riots." 

Daily: Several economists have stated 
that the Bretton Woods monetary 
system is unacceptable for the South and 
inefficient for the North. They also 
doubt the IMF's capability to cope with 
the deficit problems of Third World 
countries. Would you agree? 
Naylor: The Bretton Woods system has 
not run effectively since 1971. The pro- 
blem here is that we have a set of institu- 
tions designed to handle the type of 
capital flow and à type of deficit that 
simply doesn't exist anymore. 

The IMF was set up at a time when 
countries would get into balance of pay- 
ment difficulties, usually slowly, and 
they'd rely on direct foreign investment 
or official development aid for their 
foreign exchange requirements over and 



There is an enormous problem 
developing from two fronts. First of all,. 
OPEC is in deficit already. That means 
it's a net withdrawer of funds from the 
international banking system squeezing 
the deposit base. 

Second, all those loans to countries 
secured on their future oil revenues are 
now going into jeopardy. The Mexican 
rescue package was premised on oil 
prices not falling that dramatically. 
Mexico is the world's second largest deb- 
tor. All of these places (Mexico, 
Venezuela, Nigeria and Indonesia) are 
facing enormous solvency problems if 
the oil prices continue to drop. 
Daily: In the case of Mexico, when 
bankers discovered that they wouldn't 
receive normal revenues on oil sales, 
they nevertheless, continued lending. 
Naylor: Yes. The reason for it is because 
the whole system of providing liquidity 
in the form of sovereign loans is fun- 
damentally irrational. One bank will 
make loans that are secured on Mexico's 
assumed ability to con another loan out 
of another bank in order to use the 
funds to pay mterest^on the first bank 
loan. And there is a competitive scram- 
ble by the international banks.
